The fact that the Ameri 
can Tobacco Co., has just closed 
a deal for a big lot of American 
Society of Biquity tobacco in tbe 
dark tobaoco district at good 
prices lends some color to tbe 
report. It would be a bapp> 
ending of tbe whole affair if 
through concessions fr^m .both 
sides tbe sale could be coosnma 
ted. It would certainly oe a 
relief lo the business situation if 
tbe farmers could realise oo their 
tobacco and put some money 
into circulation io quarters where 
itia badly needed. We beleive 
that every pound of tobacco jn 
Washington county could be 
pooled witbia a abort time were 
tbe farrsers given eocne assur¬ 
ance that a sals of tbe boldings 
will be made within a itaaonable 
lime.
